Rotarians Hear of 
Bethel, Alaska 


On Tuesday, the Bethel Rotary 
Club had a visitor from the west- 
ernmost Bethel in the U. S.: Beth- 
el, Alaska—a town of 3,000 pop- 
ulation, one tree and twice daily 
jet service. Siguard Knudsen, a 
long-time Mainer, now principal 
of the Bethel Regional High School, 
in Alaska, talked to the local Ro- 
tary Club about his interests in 
preserving Eskimo culture, some 
of the contrasting features of Beth- 
el, Alaska, in comparison to Beth- 
cl, Maine, and proposed looking 
iuto the possibility of exchanging 
students at some time in the fu- 
ture, or ab least raised the idea 
of having some Eskimo students 
visit Bethel, Maine. 

In listening to Knudsen, the au- 
dience learned that Bethel, Alaska, 
is the last deep port on the Kus- 
kokwim River, Alaska’s second 
Jargest river after the Yukon, it 
is the regional hub for 56 Eskimo 
and Indian villages; and, its school 
district has a student population 
of 1,110 with approximately 400 
high school students. To reach 
Bethel, Alaska, a visitor can take 
a 787 jet from Anchorage to Beth- 
el’s mile-long airport which re- 
ceives two fights a day.

i mately three times and Greenwood 
approximately twice as much as 
the other three towns in the Dis- 
trict. This is due to the high ratio 
Of State Valuation to the number 
of pupils in the two towns. State 
Jaw provides that the costs to each 
town may be computed on a com- 
Dination of valuation and number 
: of pupils. This may be done in 
* 5 multiples of five, from 15% State 
# carer Valuation and 85% per pupil cost 
- to 85% valuation and 15% per 
pupil cost. Town officials in the 
two towns feel that this would be 
f a more equitable way to distribute 
; the cost and are considering ask- 
ing for a vote to change to this 

method. 
Newry’s share of the school bud- 
get for FY 1979 was $86,766.64. 
Since the school operates on a 
July 1-June 30 fiscal year and the 
fio ; town on a calendar year, Newry’s 
; school payments for 1978 were 
$69,276.73, This is due to the fact 
that one of the FY ’78 budget pay- 
ments and one-half of FY '79 was 
paid in 1978, Although changes in 
State valuations for 1979 will mean 
a slight reduction in Newry’s share 
of the total budget, one half of 
the FY ’79 payment will be made 
im the first half of 1979, with one 
half of the town’s share of FY '80 
budget to be paid from July 


“¢ through December 1979. This 
. would mean that with no increase 
: ; in the FY ‘80 budget over FY '79 


school payments for 1979 would be 
over $80,000, compared to $69,276 
for 1978, or an anticipated increase 
of at least 15%. 

The Selectmen have held their 
budget, for accounts other than 
schools to less than 5%. Due to 
unexpended balanees in some ac- 
counts, some requests are less 
than last year, while others remain 
the same. The recommendation 
for Maintenance of Roads and 
Bridges is $500 less than 1978, 
although the Road Commissioner 
has two projects he wishes to do 
at Sunday River. This was possi- 
ble because of a fairly large bal- 
ance in this account at the end of 
the year, compared to a very small 
balance on Dec. 31, 1977. Because 
of additional roads to be maintain- 
ed in the winter time, and the 
high cost of plowing and sanding, 
an additional $500 is requested in 
this account. The Fire Protection 
account as well as Town Officers’ 
Salaries and Miscellaneous Ex- 
pense account are each up $500 

om last year. Newry pays the 
Town of Bethel a flat rate of $200 
per year, plus an hourly rate for 
men and equipment. for fire pro- 
tection. It was felt that an addi- 
tional $500 was needed in this ac- 
count. Although the Town Officers 
account showed a good balance, 
most of this will be needed to pay 
the Plumbing Inspector and plumb- 
ing fees to the state for 1978, The 
Selectmen have received a notice 
from the Town of Bethel that cost 
of using the Bethel Landfill will be 
up 15% over last year, to $2,875. 
Total recommended budget for ac- 
counts ofher than schools is $31,- 
291.44, with an overall budget of 
over $110,000 expected. New de-

German Diary 
by Ann Morton 


A couple of recent events here 
have produced strong reactions 
among Berliners. 

A high official in the East Ber- 
lin secret police defected to West 
Berlin with his family and im- 
portant papers. The names he 
provided have resulted in a num- 
ber of arrests of alleged spies in 
West Germany. We always cheer 
when an escape is attempted, but 
‘we rarely ‘hear of a successful one. 
There may be some, but they are 


kept secret in order to protect the | 


families and keep escape routes 
undiscovered. This big event was 
in the news for several days, how- 
ever, 


We were suspicious about the 
veracity of the next news report 
(from East Berlin) announcing the 
defection of a top NATO official 
to the East! The timing and sim- 
ilarities in the news reports were 
interesting. Few details were giv- 
en, and we've heard no more ab- 
out the second case. 

Last week West German tele- 
vision aired the series “Holocaust’’ 
a drama based on the Nazi mass 
murder of Europe’s Jews. Since 
both the fictional families con- 
cerned were Berliners, this story 
was particularly poignant here. A 
preview of the show aired the 
previous week resulted in the 
bombing of a television station in 
West Germany and threats by neo- 
Nazis in an effort to stop the 
showing of the four-part series. . 

When the series was shown to 
42% of the national audience, it 
had a greater impact than anyone 
could have imagined. Each episode 
was followed by a live studio dis- 
cussion with historians or con- 
centration camp survivors who 
helped answer phoned-in ques- 
tions. About two thirds of the 
callers approved the showing of 
the film series. Those who did not 
approve based their objections on 
the reopening of old wounds and 
the fear that Germany's reputation 
would be blackened. 


Families were split as wives and 
children of former SS men 
watched “Holocaust”? in horror. 
‘One wife of 25 years walked out 
on her SS husband threatening to 
have a fence put around the house 
with swastikas and the words “A 
Nazi murderer lives here” painted 
on it. 

Several former SS men and 
soldiers sent letters to the TV sta- 
tion .and local newspapers con- 
taining pictures taken of mass ex- 
ecutions which verify the fact that 
the holocaust really happened. 

Extra guards were assigned to 
Dachau during that week in case 
threatened damage was carried out 
at Germany's largest memoria] to 
the concentration camp victims. 


We fee] that an important pro- 
duct of the “Holocaust” showing 
has been a major shift of West 
German opinion in favor of lift- 
ing the 30 year statute of limita! 
tions on Nazi murderers. This stat- 
ute is due to run out on Nazi kill- 
ers at the end of this year, As the

February is thinning away. The 
days are longer but the winter 
stars are bright, There are a cold 
and sharpness in the darkness, 
The hurrying winds whistle to 
keep winter in mind, Perhaps it 
is keeping in tune for March.

They are 
a form of frost, very lovely, ar- 
ranged in groups, They must be 
relatives of the window patterns 
we see so often these cold, cold 
mornings. The vapor that collects 
and builds up arranges them. 


I could hear the popping of 
trees in the deep woods. I also 
heard the pileated woodpecker and 
discovered his whereabouts on a 
dead elm already riddled with 
holes made by other woodpeckeis. 
This old tree’s top is crushed 
and torn, Here above the murmur 
of the rising breeze came the rat- 
tle of the great black bird. He 
then rose above the tree top and 
alighted on a tall slim stub, the 
remains of the tallest branch. 
Clearly revealed in the suns rays, 
the bird’s brilliant crest shone. 
With head drawn far back he 
scaled his watch-tower to the very 
top. He then opened his wings 
as if to display their white mark- 
ings. In moments he sprang away, 
and with a diagonal flight slid easi- 
ly down the air to a lower tree to 
the right. He is a great and strik- 
ing bird and considered shy for if 
he discovers a watcher he slips 
quietly away. To see him today 
made me feel greatly rewarded and 
in spite of the chill glad that I had 
ventured out. 


Another interesting thing that 
happened just a short distance 
from our yard, started with the 
screaming of a jay. It hopped 
from limb to limb and at each 
new perch cocked its head and 
screamed. From all directions oth- 
er Jays came, adding their screams 
to the first. Within a very short 
time, the tree was blossomed in 
blue. The uproar rose in power. 
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Each bird’ hopped about peering 
into a cavity in the tree. I won- 
dered what they could have dis- 
covered. Why the excitement? I 
could not get to the tree so was 
left puzzled. In a few minutes 
the excitement died down, as if at 
a given signal, with no special rea- 
son that I could notice, they all 
took off together, Perhaps on this 
cold day they just wanted to make 
a dull time ring with commotion.
